Major Frank M, Dixon, of Bir- 
mingham, took a commanding lead 
in the race for Governor of Ala- 
bama in the primary held Tuesday, 
with Candidates Chauncey Sparks 
and R,. J. (Bob) Goode running 
close for second place, Sparks had 
a slight advantage in the incom- 
plete unofficial tabulation of votes. 

At one o'clock Wednesday af- 
ternoon, The Clipper received from 
the Associated Press bureau in 
Montgomery figures which show 


that Dixon's vote was little short} 


of the total vote of all opponents. 
Of course, these figures represent 
only 1741 out of the State's 2200 
boxes. The figures released by the 
Associated Press on the principle 
State races are as follows:

That there is strength in united 
and co-operative effort is a truth so 
obvious that in the affairs of the 
home and of the office we would not 
attempt to make progress with “a 
house divided against itself.’’ But 
with strange and destructive incon- 
sistency some who are engaged in 
the propagation of the Christian 
faith, and often the very folk who 
speak much of love and fellow- 
ship and sacrificial service, fight one 
another with cunning and often bit- 
terness of spirit, and all in the 
name of Christ whom they profess 
to serve, 

No one who fs awake to the real 
{Issue involved would ask any true 
believer to co-operate in Christian 
work with those who, while holding 
the name and outward symbols of 
the followers of Christ, deny His 
deity and His Word. But surely 
there is need for loving co-operation 
between all those who truly love 
the Lord, «ho believe in Him and 
in His Word. Why should we per- 
mit non-essentials to divide us when 
the world is dying without Christ 
and without hope? May this lesson 
bring many true Christians who 
may not see eye to eye on some 
point of church polity or interpreta- 
tion into fellowship and united 
strength for God, 

I. A Dispute by the way (vv. 30- 
34), 

Jesus had taken His disciples 
from the Mount of Transfiguration 
by secluded roads through Galilee 
so that He might instruct them in 
the all-important truths regarding 
His death and resurrection, One 
could hardly conceive of a more 
propitious arrangement for their 
growth both in knowledge and grace. 
Did they profit by it? No; they 
not only did not understand what 
He told them but they used their 
time to dispute ‘among themselves 
who should be the greatest’’ (vy. 34). 

Possibly James, Peter, and John 
were a bit puffed up by their ex- 
perience on the Mount, or perhaps 
the others were jealous because 
Jesus had taken them with Him, 
Or perchance it was just another 
unprovoked expression of the sinful 
pride that is so close to the surface 
of the human heart and mind. Am- 
bition to be great for God is com- 
mendable, but how small is the 
man who seeks to vaunt himself in 
personal vainglory, 

Il. An Example of Humility (vy. 
35-37). 


“True greatness consists 
not in attaining the first place in 
the notice and praise of the world, 
not in being served by many, but in 
being willing to stoop down to a 
humble place, not for the sake of 
self-effacement, not in timid diffi- 
dence, but in order to serve others 
for the sake of Christ’’ (Erdman), 

Note carefully that it is the receiv- 
Ing of a little one in the name of. 
Christ that brings to us the glory of 
His presence with us. Every deed 
of kindness and love is commend- 
able and has its own reward, but 
there is a vast difference between 
{t and humble service in the name 
and for the glory of Christ. How un- 
fortunate that the church has gotten 
itself into so much social service 
and has sometimes forgotten to do 
the work of Christ in His name. 

Ill, A Lesson In Co-operation (vy, 
38-41). 

John, quick to apprehend spiritual 
truth, sees in the teaching of Christ 
concerning the little child the con- 
demnation of something he had 
done. 


day child, is to receive Christ, and 
to receive God,’ said John within 
himself, ‘what did I do when I for- 
bade that man who in the Name 
was casting out a demon?’ Verily, 
the light had broken in upon him” 
(Morgan). 

The man who casts out demons, 
or who gives the disciple of Jesus 
a cup of water, in His name—that is 
with true faith in Christ, and in His 
power, and for His glory—must be a 
believer. He may not belong to our 
group or circle, he may not speak 
our language, he may not use our 
methods, but if he is serving Christ 
we should not forbid him or speak 
evil of him. God has at times 
called a man to witness for Him, 
who has done so in a manner dis- 
tasteful to others, and these in turn 
have aligned themselves against 
him and hindered his full usefulness 
in the gospel. One of the great evan- 
gelists of the last generation used 
methods which shocked many 
church folk, They stood against him, 
and yet that man was used to win 
hosts of business and professional 
men that the church had scarcely 
touched, into earnest Christian tes-

AUBURN, Ala.—Crimson clover 
is becoming more popular in Ala- 


bama, especially in the northern 
part of the State, where farmers 
are this year producing large 
quantities of seed for planting 
purposes. 

“Save all the crimson clover 
seed possible,” is the timely ad- 


vice being offered Alabama farm- 
ers by J. C. Lowery, extension

for the seed this fall. 
The seed may be saved with 
mowing machines, home - made 


hand or horse-drawn strippers, he 
says in advising that plans for 
making the strippers may be ob- 
tained from county agents.

New York of another day was re- 
called by the retirement of George 
A. Robb, a motorman on the Sixth 
avenue elevated, Jay Gould was 
president of the road when he was 
hired away back in 1885. In those 
days, the motive power for trains 
was not electricity but steam en- 
gines, Usually anthracite was 
burned, But when strikes shut off 
the supply, soft coal was substi- 
tuted. That made smoke. House- 
wives of Harlem, which wasn’t a 
colored section then, angry because 
their washings were soiled, threw 
bricks at the trainmen. Also in 
those days, on Sundays, a special 
car was attached to trains. This 
was for the benefit of bicyclists 
who wanted to go to Bronx park or 
Moshulu for exercise far from the 
throngs of the city. The wheels, as 
they were called in the gay nineties, 
were carried in the special car and 
Robb says that some of the old 
racks are still in existence, 

. J . 

Robb spent 52 of his 73 years run- 
ning up and down Sixth avenue, In 
all that time, he never was late to 
work once, In all that time, he did 
not take so much as one drink—a 
fact which may have some bearing 
on his punctuality record. He start- 
ed as a wiper, became a fireman 
and then an engineer. When the 
line was about to be electrified in 
1903, he availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity to learn to operate electric 
trains, qualified and swapped the 
throttle for a control handle. His 
various trips averaged 100 miles a 
day. Up until 20 years ago, when 
trainmen went on a six-day week, 
he made those 100 miles seven days 
a week. No vacations were grant- 
ed, but once a year he took a week 
off on his own time. So despite 
the fact that his trips were only 
from the Battery to up into the 
Bronx, he has covered quite a string 
of miles. 

* . . 

Now that he has a chance to think 
back to the time when there were 
no black signals and when the keen- 
ness of the engineer’s vision was a 
bigger safety factor than it is now, 
Robb is not quite sure what he will 
do. One thing is certain, however. 
He won't spend his time riding up 
and down Sixth avenue and visiting 
with former fellow workmen. As a 
matter of fact, should he desire to 
do so, he wouldn't have the chance 
for a great while longer. When the 
Sixth avenue subway, now being 
dug, is completed, the Sixth avenue 
elevated will come down.
